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REPORT   OF  LIBRARY   TRUSTEES 


Our  library  has  grown  from  a  small  beginning  to 
over  four  thousand  volumes  and  the  arrangement  had 
never  been  changed  from  the  beginning  so  there  was  no 
way  by  which  a  book  could  be  found  on  any  subject 
unless  the  title  of  the  book  was  known.  The  trustees 
were  convinced  that  the  patrons  were  not  getting  the 
advantages  they  should  from  the  books  we  have  or 
may  have  in  the  years  to  come. 

They  found  the  State  would  furnish  an  expert  to 
come  and  work  with  them,  to  re-arrange  our  library 
according  to  the  Dewey  System,  which  is  the  one  most 
used  in  the  best  libraries  in   the  country. 

This  last  spring  the  library  was  closed  and  the 
work  done.  They  found  the  shelves  would  not  hold 
all  the  books  we  now  have  and  that  more  were  needed. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Gerrish,  two  stacks 
were  provided  so  that  sufficient  shelf  room  is  now  sup- 
plied for  .some  years  to  come. 

The  gift  of  the  set  of  ten  volumes  "Self  Culture," 
from  Rev.  A.  A.  Berle,  is  a  valuable  addition  and  many 
have  improved  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  read 
them. 

By  the  aid  of  the  new  system  of  arrangement  the 
trustees  feel  they  will  be  able  in  the  future  to  select 
books  on  subjects  that  have  not  been  properly  filled, 
owing  to  the  impossibility  of  knowing  just  what  was 
needed  in  the  non  fiction  and  juvenile  department. 

The  books  taken  from  the  library  since  the  re- 
arranging are  as  follows:  adult  fiction,  2,132;  adult 
non  fiction,  162;  juvenile  fiction,  395;  juvenile  non- 
fiction,  75. 

The  trustees  wish  to  express  thanks  to  those  who 
co  kindly  helped  in  the  re-arranging  of  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS. 


February  27,  1922. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens : 

Under  the  old  system  of  supervision  the  districts  of 
the  union  apportioned  the  superintendent's  time  among 
them.  Under  the  law  of  1919  they  can  make  no  such 
apportionment  as  the  whole  purpose  of  the  law  is  to 
equalize  school  privileges. 

I  have  been  interested,  however,  to  study  how  my 
time  has  been  spent  among  the  several  districts.  While 
the  superintendent  does  other  work  besides  visiting 
schools,  that  part  of  his  work  is  easiest  to  record  and 
may  form  a  fairly  satisfactory  basis  for  estimating  how 
his  entire  time  has  been  apportioned.  The  following 
table  is  for  the  two  and  one-half  years  of  the  existence 
of  the  supervisory  union :

To  equalize  the  results  of  the  superintendent's  work 
we  may  say  that  roughly  the  average  visits  per  teacher 
should  be  about  the  same  for  the  various  districts.  By 
this  standard  the  table  would  indicate  that  Loudon  has 
suffered  somewhat,  Canterbury  slightly,  and  that  Bos- 
cawen and  PenaeOok  have  received  somewhat  more 
than  their  share  of  the  superintendent's  attention. 
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If  the  time  spent  in  a  town  while  visiting  schools 
should  be  considered,  the  comparative  compactness  of 
the  several  districts  enters  into  the  problem.  By  such 
a  standard,  Penacook  would  seem  to  be  the  neglected 
district  and  Loudon  would  not  be  beldw  the  average. 
The  table  also  roughly  indicates  the  increasing  time 
available  for  school  room  visiting  now  that  the  pioneer 
work  in  organization  has  been  accomplished  and  the 
secretary  is  held  responsible  for  a  great  amount  of  the 
office  work. 

Both  teachers  at  the  Plains  this  year  are  normal 
school  graduates.  Mrs.  Flagg's  resignation  at  Water 
Street  made  a  change  of  teachers  necessary.  She  has 
been  followed  by  two  different  teachers  and  another 
change  must  be  made  in  the  spring.  It  is  becoming 
somewhat  easier  to  fill  vacancies  but  it  is  .still  hard  to 
find  good  teachers  who  will  remain  for  a  number  of 
years  in  a  rural  school. 

During  the  summer  the  stairways  at  the  Plains  school 
were  improved  and  the  smaller  children  are  now  in  the 
upper  room.  Placing  the  grammar  school  teacher  on 
the  ground  floor  has  helped  to  improve  discipline  as  we 
had  anticipated.  The  woodwork  in  the  schoolrooms  and 
halls  of  both  buildings  should  be  painted  next  summer. 

As  to  the  curriculum,  we  are  continuing  to  teach  and 
to  drill  on  reading,  writing,  arithmetic  and  spelling.  In 
history  we  have  added  the  study  of  ancient  history  and 
English  history  in  a  simple  form  for  intermediate  grades. 
In  physiology  less  anatomy  is  being  taught  and  more 
pains  are  taken  to  install  habits  which  tend  towards  a 
healthful  life. 

Among  the  new  textbooks  adopted  have  been  several 
sets  of  supplementary  readers,  two  new  language  books, 
a  set  of  histories  for  intermediate  grades  and  two  new 
music   books. 

Our  expenditure  for  high  school  tuition  is  increasing 
and,  as  we  no  longer  receive  any  rebate  from  the  state, 
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this  expense  has  become  an  important  item  in  our 
budget.  But  Boscawen  may  well  be  proud  of  the  large 
number  of  its  children  who  are  being  educated  beyond 
the  elementary  schools.  The  parents  and  neighbors 
of  the  nineteen  young  people  listed  elsewhere  in  this 
report  will  doubtless  consider  this  a  good  investment.
